SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF: 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 69, 
the average membership 61.27, and the percent of at- 
tendance 93.56. The percent of attendance was better. 
than that of the previous year. This was probably due 
to the opening of the Scotland school. There were eight 
pupils attending Lisbon High school. This year your 
schools have a registration of only 61 pupils, distributed 
as follows: Blue 22, Center 8, Ireland 14 and Scotland 
14. There are 12 pupils attending Lisbon High school 
and one attending the Nutter school in Bath. 

There have been two changes in the teaching staff of 
your schools this year. Miss Barrett obtained a position 
in the fifth grade at Lincoln and Miss Olney was trans- 
ferred to the Blue school. Miss Helen Hurd of North 
Stratford, a graduate of Plymouth Normal last June, 
was hired for the Ireland school. 

The Center school began the present school year with 
an enrollment of eleven. This has been reduced to 
eight. As two of these are in the eighth grade we ex- 
pect to have only six pupils in this school next year. It 


is not economical to operate a school with such a small 
number of pupils. I wish to recommend that this school 
be closed for the coming year and that these pupils at- 
tend the Ireland school. This will mean a saving of 
about $450.00 to the district. I do not think any trans- 
eae will be necessary, but if so you can get state 
aid for it. 


The Scotland school building was given a much needed 
coat of paint during the summer. If the Center school 
is used next year it ought to be papered and painted on. 
the inside and furnished with new window shades.
